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Wm. Wiesenberger Convicted of Know- 
ingly Receiving Stolen Goods. 


Wm. Wiesenberger, a pawnbroker of 
528 Sixth Ave., New York, who was in 
dicted last June on four charges of receiv 
ng stolen goods, was convicted on Fri 
day in the Court of General Sessions, New 
York. The chief witness against Wiesen 
berger was Harry Hess, who was recent 
ly convicted of burglary and who claimed 
that he had an agreement with Wiesen 
berger whereby the latter was to pur 
chase from him the proceeds of his bur 
glaries 

When Wiesenberger was arrested, the 
police found in his store upwards of $2,000 
worth of pledged articles, mostly of jew 
elry, which were identified by Hess and a 
number of his victims as goods which Hess 
had stolen. Whiesenberger’s pledge book 
showed that many of these articles: were 
pawned on the same day that they had 
been stolen, and some _ silver spoons 
which were identified as stolen property, 
bore no pledge record at ail. When ques 
oned in regard to these spoons Wiesen 
berger first said that he had secured them 
rom a man in New Jersey, and he later de- 
clared that he had purchased them from a 
Boston dealer named Price 


Wiesenberger claims that the case 
against him has been bolstered up by the 
police in order to drive him out of business 
he cause he refused to contribute ) the 


funds. He testified that he did not know 
Hesse and did not remember ever having 
seen him till confronted with him in tie 
court room and denied ever having en 
tered into an agreement with him or any 
one else to dispose of stolen goods 

After Hess had been arrested, his father 
called upon Wiesenberger and demanded 
that he pay $100 for a lawyer to defend 
Hess Wiesenberget replied that he d 1 
not know Hess and refused to pay the 
money. Next day he was arrested and his 
store was searched by Capt Schmittber 
ger. Jas. W. Ridgway, counsel for Wi 


senberger, claimed that Police Capt 


Schmittberger sent Hess's father to his 
lient and that the police had formerly at 
tempted to levy blackmail from him \s 


proot o} the enmity of the police to Wie 
senberger he pointed out that Hess had 
also pawned goods with two other pawn 
brokers, but neither of these pawnbrok 
ers had been molested After a trial last 
ing four days the jury brought in a v 
dict of guilty 

Wiesenberger was for 12 years a travel 
ng jeweler, with an office at 47 Maiden 
Lane. He has dealt with a number o 
merchants in the jewelry trade and l 
ways heretofore borne a good reputation 


He will be sentenced this week

Hampden Watch Company Wins. 











THE HAMPDEN WATCH CO., after a long litigation in the Patent Office with the American Waltham 


Watch Co. and Webster C. Ball over the right to the word “Railway” as a trade-mark, has obtained a final decision 





in its favor, and a certificate of registration has been issued to it, confirming its right to this trade-mark which rests 





upon its use by it and its predecessors in business for over a quarter of a century. 

The American Waltham Watch Co. has registered the words “Railroad Regulator,” claiming the right to use 
the word “Railroad” either with or without the word “Regulator,” and Webster C. Ball has registered the mark “Rail- 
way Queen.” Thereupon the Hampden Watch Co., claiming priority of right in respect to the word “Railway,” made 
its application for registration, asserting that its use preceded that of either of these parties. The Patent Office held 
that the several marks so interfered with each other that only one party was entitled to the registration, and declared an 
interference to enable the several parties to contest the right to the use of this word “Railway” as a trade-mark, whether 
vith or without accompanying words. Much evidence was taken on the part of the Hampden Watch Co. to establish 
ts priority of right as dating from about the first of the year 1875. A large amount of evidence was taken on the part of 
the American Waltham Watch Co. in opposition, and an elaborate effort was made in its behalf to defeat the claim of 
the Hampden Company to this word as a lawful trade-mark. The case was fully argued in the Patent Office and taken 
under advisement 

After full consideration the questions both of fact and of law were decided in favor of the Hampden Watch Co., 
the opinion concluding with the finding that— 

“THE RIGHT OF THE HAMPDEN COMPANY TO THE TRADE-MARK IN ISSUE HAS BEEN 
THOROUGHLY ESTABLISHED, AND CANNOT BE OVERTHROWN BY ANY FACT DEVELOPED BY 
THE RECORD. 

“JUDGMENT OF PRIORITY OF ADOPTION AND USE OF THE TRADE-MARK IN ISSUE IS 
AWARDED TO THE HAMPDEN WATCH CO.” 


This decision not having been appealed from, and the time for appeal having expired, a certificate of registration 





vas issued to the Hampden Watch Co., as above stated. 





Having thus litigated its right and obtained judgment in its favor, the Hampden Watch Co. is entitled to have 
its exclusive right to the use of this word as a trade-mark on watches and watch movements fully respected. 

It therefore notifies all manufacturers and dealers who have used this 
word, either alone or in connection with other words, to desist therefrom, 
warning them that by either making or selling watches or watch movements 
bearing such mark, they incur liability to prosecution for infringement.

since 
adopted an excellent little scheme, which 
can be commended to all general and even 


promoting device his store, which has 
a number of departments, a dozen at 
the very least, manages to find a leader 
or two, or even three or more, every 
week. By a little system they are thus 
enabled to have about a half-dozen bar 
gain offerings ready for their customers 
and the general public every day. 

So every day they have prepared little 
printed slips of the day’s bargains. One 
slip of this kind is given to every in- 
comer, and thus he or she is enabled to 
see at a glance what may be bought to 
special advantage on that occasion. The 
expense of the whole scheme is very 
slight—in fact, nothing besides the print- 
ing; for the distribution is made by the 
boys who are in charge of the doors, and 
as they are continually on duty, it merely 
involves the handing out of these slips. 

This scheme, the writer has been in- 
formed, has been adopted by some other 
stores, and one at least has amplified upon 
it to the extent of having different colored 
slips for the different days of the week; 
thus blue slips for Monday, red slips 
for Tuesday, green for Wednesday, and 
so on. 

But why the firm who originated this 
scheme did not follow it up and adopt its 
corollary is one of those things which evi- 
dently “no fellow can find out.” To an 
unbiased judgment, that is, so far as an 
outside layman is qualified to have an 
opinion on a4 matter of this kind, it would 
seem as though the corollary should be 
more profitable, at exactly the same out- 
lay, than the initial proposition is As this 
firm know just as well what the leaders 
for the coming day are to be, why do they 
not have printed slips containing the list 
of the coming leaders, and give one copy 
to all callers, as they do with the other. 
That is, give these copies to each caller 
as he or she leaves the store. It does 
seem as though this would be very much 
more fruitful and profitable than the other 
plan. For it seems natural that shoppers 
would be better prepared to buy at a 
day’s notice than immediately. 

And in going in, though they might be 
tempted by the leaders offered, they might 
not be thoroughly posted as to the state 
of their supplies. If they are thrifty and 
discreet, therefore, the presumption would 
be against their buying. 

At any rate, the adopted scheme draws 
no customers to the store. The pro- 
posed one would certainly fetch some. 

But it would seem as though both 
should be worked in conjunction. Neither 
seems complete without the other. To- 
gether they are a rounded and logical 
proposition,

Papillitis (pap-il-ii'-tis). (Latin, papilla = 
the nipple + itis = an inflammation.] A 
term introduced by Dr. Leber to designate 
the swollen appearance of the optic disc 
(papilla optica), seen by means of the oph- 
thalmoscope. This condition is caused by 
intracranial disease in which the meningeal 
inflammation descends and involves the 
optic nerve (descending neuritis). The con- 
dition may also be brought about either by 
an embolism or thrombosis of the central 
retinal artery or vein. The term ‘“ choked 
disc” was formerly employed to express 
the same idea from the ophthalmoscopic 
appearance of the papilla optica, in which 
the evidences of cdema were wanting, 
while an opacity of those parts was very 
apparent. The changes at the disc disclose 
a blurred border of the nerve, a distention 
of the veins in the retina and a swollen con- 
dition of the papilla optica above the retina 
which lies in the immediate vicinity of the 
nerve. The color of the veins is darker 
than normal and these appear to be raised 
away from the choroidal layer when seen 
from the temporal side of the patient's eye. 
(This is called the parallactic test). Later 
the fundus appears hazy and striae set out 
from the center of the disc which give it a 
fibrous appearance. The veins are larger 
and twisted, although somewhat indistinct; 
the arteries, on the other hand, appear nearer 
normal. This condition may pass away with 
no untoward results or pass on to post-pap- 
illitic or consecutive atrophy, in which the 
papilla optica appears paler and shrunken, 
while the retinal vessels look straighter and 
like fine, red silk threads. Vision is not 
always affected, although at the beginning 
of the inflammation there may be a diminu- 
tion of vision with a partial restoration of 
eyesight, and with the progress of atrophy 
vision may be eventually lost. Double 
Papillitis is the rule. The causes for this 
condition are intracranial maladies, album- 
inuria and other renal troubles, together 
with syphilitic affections. In albuminuria 
the patient is usually an adult and the tests 
for albumin will discover that product with 
casts. In the amaurosis which follows pap- 
illitis, the pupils are widely dilated and 
later they become smaller and if there is 
any vision in the eyes, the pupils will re- 
spond to the influence of light. The treat. | 


ment will depend upon the cause of the 
condition, but in all cases there should be 
quiet in a darkened chamber, together with 
general and local remedies which each in- 
dividual case demands; but perfect results 
of treatment in nearly all’ cases are rather 
the exception than the rule; especially is 
this the case if there is any injury to the 
optic nerve itself,

A state in which there is a false retinal im- 

pression made relative to colors. Synonym: 
2arachroma. 


Parachromatoblepsia (par-ach ro-mat- 

o-blep'-si-a). (Greek, para = near + chroma 

a color + dlepsis = eyesight.] A state 

in which there is a false impression made 

upon the retinal elements relative to colors. 

Synonyms: Parachroma; Parach- 
romatism. 

Paralampsis (par-al-amp-sis). (Greek, 
para = near + lampein = to shine.] A 
scar or cicatrix left upon the cornea after 
a phlectenular ulcer or wound has healed. 


2arallax (par’-al-laz). (Greek, para = 
near + allos = the other.] The difference 
of position of an object as seen with one 
eye and then seen by its mate, the object 
appearing to advance and then retreat. 
A Binocular Parallax is the angle formed by 
all the convergent rays of light along the 
line of the visual axis, The Mental Paral- 
lax is the allowance made in the statement 
of an individual’s measurement of distances 
as seen or any other impression made upon 
his mind from his or her own standards, 


-arallaxis (par-ai-laz'-is). (Greek, para 

= near + allos = the other.} An alterna- 
tion of the object as seen, first with one eye 
and then with the otber. Heteronymous 
Parallazis: The object appears to move 
in the direction of the eye which is covered. 
Homonymous Parallaxis: The object ap- 
pears to move in the direction of the un- 
covered eye. 
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?arallel (par'-ail-lel). (Greek, para = near 
+ allos = the other.) That which pursues 
the same direction, but in a separate path 
The rays of light pursue nearly parallel 
paths, in traveling from 20 feet or infinity. 


Parallelism (par -al-lel-ism). (Greek, para 
= near + allos = the other] A state in 
which the optic axes of both eyes lie in 
nearly parallel paths. The tension of the 
muscles controlling the movements of the 
eyeball is equal, so that the eyes lie in the 
same planes, Synonyms: Equilibrium; 
Orthophnia; Orthotropia. 

Paratarsia ( par-at-ar'-si-a), [Greek, para 
= hear + tarsos the tarsus.] An ab- 
normal position of the tarsus muscle. 


Parateresiomania (par-at-er-e8-e-0-ma - 
ni-a). [Greek, para = near + teresis = 
seeing + mania = mad.} A variety of in- 
sanity in which the patient desires new 
surroundings and to see new places and 
objects. 

?aremptosis (par-emp-to’-sis). [Greek, 
para = near + em = in + piptein = to 
sink.}] A diminution of vision. Synonyms: 
Amaurosis; Blindness. 


2arfocal Oculars (par-fo'-cal oc'-u-lars). 
{Latin, par = equal + focus a point + 
oculus = the eye.] These are Oculars of 
a microscope having different powers which 
may be changed during a microscopical 
examination without disturbing the focus. 


Parophthalmia = (par-oph-thal-mi-a). 
[Greek, para = near ophthalmos = the 
eye.}] An inflammation located in or about 
the eyes. 

Paropia (par-o'-pi-a). (Greek, para 
near + ops = the eye.] That part of the 
palpebra which is located at the outer angle. 
Synonym: External Canthus. 


Paropion (par-o'-pi-on). (Greek, para 
= near + ops = the eye.|] An external 
protection for the eyes. Synonym: Eye 
Screen. 


Paropsis (par-op'-sis). (Greek, para 
near + opsis sight.] A state in which a 
false impression is made upon the retina, or 
a disordered condition of the mind in which 
a false image is seen. 

Parorasis (par-o-ra'-sis), (Greek, para 
near + oraein = to perceive.] An halluci- 
nation as to the color sense or perception 
of objects. 

Pars-ciliaris-retinae 
ret-in-ae). (Latin, pars = a part + cilium 

- a hair + retina the retina.] All that 
part of the retina which lies anterior to the 
ora-serrata. 

>assage (pas'-sage). (Latin, passare = to 
pass.} A canal through which secretions and 
excretions pass. The Lacrymal Passages 
begin with the punctae lacrymalis, the 
canaliculi, the sacs and the lacrymal ducts 
and end with the nasal ducts. 

Passive (pas'-sive), [Latin, passio = suffer- 
ing.] ‘That which is not active. Relative 
to the extra-ocular muscles, a disturbance of 
ocular balance, due to relaxation of the in- 
ternal rectus muscle in which there is a 
tendency of the eyes to turn away from 
parallelism in myopic patients, although the 
same may,in a general way, apply to any 
degree of heterophoria. Synonym: In- 
sufficiency.

THE RAMBLER. 


Old Teapots. 


O specimen of the ceramic art possesses 
greater variety of form than the tea 

pot. On none has the ingenuity of the pot- 
ter been more fully exercised. The first 
successful production of B6ttcher in hard 
porcelain teapot The 
Elizabethan teapots must be of a later date, 
for tea was not known in England until 
the time of Charles II.; but it is interest- 
ing to trace the gradual increase in the 
size of the teapot, from the diminutive pro- 
ductions of the Elers, in the time of Queen 
Anne and George I., when tea was sold in 
apothecaries’ shops, to the capacious ves- 
sel which supplied Dr. Johnson with “the 
cup that cheers but not inebriates.’’ Cro- 
ker, in his edition of “Boswell’s Life,” men- 
tions a teapot that belonged to Dr. John- 
sun which held two quarts; but this sinks 
into insignificance compared with the su- 
perior magnitude of that sold at the sale 
of Mrs. Piozzi’s effects This teapot, 
which was the one generally used by Dr. 
Johnson, held more than three quarts. It 
was of old Oriental porcelain, painted and 
gilded, and from its capacity was well suit- 
ed to the taste of one whuse tea-kettle had

WORKSHOP NOTES. 


Gold Solders. 
ARD SOLDER FOR GOLD.—The hard 


solder or gold solder which the jew- 
eler, no matter whether he deals in gold 
articles or not, frequently requires for the 
execution of various works, does not only 
serve for soldering gold ware, but is also 
often employed for soldering fine steel 
goods, such as spectacles, etc. Fine gold 
is only used for soldering articles of 
platinum. The stronger the alloy of the 
gold, the more fusible must be the solder 
Generally the gold solder is a composi- 
tion of gold, silver and copper. If it is to 
be very easily fusible, a little zinc may be 
added, but, on the other hand, even the 
copper is sometimes left out and a mix- 
ture consisting only of gold and silver 
(e. g., equal parts of both) is used. The 
shade of the solder also requires atten 
tion, which must be regulated by varying 
proportions of silver and copper, so that 
it may be as nearly as possible the same 
as that of the gold to be soldered 

Reliable receipts are the following: 

(a) For 22 karat gold work:—22 karat 
gold, 24 parts; fine silver, 2 parts; copper, 
l part 

(b) For 18 karat gold work (hard gold 
solder for first -18 karat gold, 


9 parts; fine silver, 2 parts; copper, 1 part 
18 karat gold, 4 parts; fine silver, 1 part; 
copper, 1 part. 18 karat gold, 24 parts; 
fine silver, 2 parts; copper, 1 part. Soft 
(readily fusible) gold solder for finishing, 


i. e., for subsequent soldering on articles 
which have already been soldered with the 
above or a similar solder:—18 karat gold, 
12 parts; fine silver, 7 parts; copper, 3 
parts. 

(c) For 16 karat work:—16 karat’ gold, 
24 parts; fine silver, 10 parts; copper, 8 
parts. 

(d) For work which is 14 karat or 
finet Fine gold, 16 parts; fine silver, 9 
parts; copper, 8 parts. If such articles 
ire to be colored (see below), the quantity 

silver is increased, e. g., fine gold, 10 
parts; fine silver, 9} parts; copper, 44 
parts 

(e) For 14 karat work:—l4 karat gold, 
3 parts; fine silver, 2 parts; copper, 1 part 

(f) For articles of less than 14 karat: 
Fine gold parts; fine silver, 10} parts; 
ver, 54 parts or, fine gold, 1 


part; ilver, part; copper, 2

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parts; or, fine gold, 2 parts; fine silver, 
9 parts; zinc, 1 part; or, 14 karat gold, 
10 parts; fine silver, 5 parts; zinc, 1 part 
The last named composition is also suita- 
ble for soidering yellow gold, since it pos 
sesses a pale yellow color itself, owing to 
the presence of zinc and very slight per- 
centage of copper. Solder containing 
zinc turns black in coloring gold ware; 
hence, it cannot be employed for articles 
which are to be colored. 

(g) Enameling solder for soldering gold 
articles, which are subsequently enameled, 
have to withstand strong  heat:—Il* 
karat gold, 16 parts; fine silver, 3 parts; 
copper, 1 part; or very difficultly fusible:— 
fine gold, 37 parts; fine silver, 9 parts. 

Each solder must be given a shape suita- 
ble for its use. The varieties of soft solder 
are cast into little rods in an iron mould, 
or into irregular plates on a flat stone 
In order to use soft solder for fine and 
delicate soldering it is cut with the scis- 
sors into small square pieces or short and 
narrow strips. 


To Cover Up Soldering.— Visible sol- 
dering on metallic articles is a great fault, 
which may be obviated by the following 
methods: For copper goods a concen- 
trated solution of blue vitriol is prepared 
and applied to the places by means of an 
iron rod or iron wire. The strength of 
the layer may be increased by a repetition 
of the process In order to give the 
places thus coppered the appearance 
of the others, use a_ saturated solu- 
t x itriol, 1 part, and blue 
vitriol, 2 parts, and (finish rubbing 
with a piece of zinc. By sprinkling on 
gold powder and subsequent polishing 
the color is rendered deeper. In the 
case of gold articles the places are first 
coppered over, then covered with a thin 
layer of fish glue and next bronze filings 
are thrown on. When the glue is dry rub 
off quickly to produce a fine polish. The 
places can, of course, also be electro-giit, 
whereby a greater uniformity of the shade 
s obtained In silver objects, the sol 
dering seams, etc., are likewise coppered 
in the above manner; next they are rubbed 
with a brush dipped into silver powder
